The increases should apply only 
to an employee on his employer's 
payroll at the date of acceptance 
ty the union and. also to former 
employees who shall make appli 

« eation for payment of retroactive 
pay within 30 days from the date 
of acceptance of, the recommenda- 
tion by the union except such 
former employees as have been 
discharged for cause prior to the 
date of acceptance. 

For contract workers the board 
recommended the following in 
creases: 

1. Fallers and buckers, 13 cents 
per 1,000 F.M.B. 

2, Shingle sawyers, 5 cents per 
square 

3. Shingle packers, 4 cents per 
square. 

Those _ shingle 

‘ packers, fallers and buckers em 
ployed at hourly rates should re- 
ceive 13 cents an hour or 11 per 
cent, whichever is greater, the 
board said. 

The board made 
mendation proposals for creation 
of a welfare fund, for incorpor 
ation of a provision ‘relating to 
union security or for provision 
for bonding. 

“The board is agreed that each 
of its members shall file at as 
early a date as possible his in 
dividual reasons for the conclu- 
sions now reached and any 
comments thereon,” said the 
report. 

It was recommended that the 
master contract be dated 75 days 
prior to the date that acceptance 
is made by both parties. 

The board held meetings 
during August and after the last 
meeting in August “efforts were 
made to effect conciliation be- 
tween the parties, but without 
success upon any of the matters 
in question,” said the report. The 
hearings were concluded last 
Friday, day and night sessions 
“being held for two days to con- 
clude the proceedings.

men who perished in the sinking 
of the British freighter Leicester, 
survivors related here Sunday as 
they landed from the rescue ship 
Ceci] N. Bean.
